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FEELING  that  it  is  unfortunate  that  the  de¬ 
scendants  of  Seth  Bullard  should  know  so 
little  of  his  career,  and  the  intimate  personal  details 
of  his  life,  I  have  gathered  together  what  data  I 
could  find,  and  offer  the  result  to  his  descendants 
as  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  an  ancestor  of  whom 
we  may  well  be  proud. 

As  an  officer  in  the  Continental  Army  Seth  Bul¬ 
lard  gave  himself  with  enthusiasm  to  the  cause,  but 
when  that  cause  was  achieved  he  and  his  immedi¬ 
ate  family  became  so  busily  engaged  in  their  sev¬ 
eral  occupations  that  little  was  said  and  nothing 
noted  down  to  record  the  events  of  the  struggle  or 
the  parts  they  had  taken  in  it. 

In  my  trips  to  Walpole,  the  home  of  our  ancestor, 
I  was  fortunate  to  meet  Isaac  Newton  Lewis,  Esq., 
who  had  made  a  careful  study  of  the  early  history 
of  the  town,  and  to  go  over  with  him  my  several 
notes  on  the  subject  of  Seth  Bullard. 

Dr.  Sydney  Howard  Carney,  Jr.,  of  New  Ro¬ 
chelle,  New  York,  a  great,  great  grandson  of  Seth 
Bullard,  has  encouraged  the  idea  of  preserving  the 
records  of  our  ancestor,  and  very  graciously  gave 
much  time  to  enable  me  to  reproduce:  —  the  Com¬ 
mission  of  Seth  Bullard  as  Ensign;  —  the  minutes 
of  the  meeting  in  Dedham  Inn,  in  Seth  Bullard’s 
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Preface 

own  handwriting;  — and  a  letter  from  Seth  Bul¬ 
lard  to  his  wife,  written  in  New  Jersey,  the  origi¬ 
nals  of  which  were  in  Dr.  Carney’s  possession.

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Chapter  I 
INTRODUCTION 

IN  the  years  following  the  World  War,  we  must 
not  forget  the  lessons  of  our  patriot  ancestors, 
who  made  our  country  a  safe  place  in  which  to  live, 
by  first  freeing  it  from  the  Indian  foe,  and  the  wild 
beasts,  and  later  on  by  courageously  leading  in  the 
struggle  to  attain  the  priceless  principles  of  liberty 
and  justice,  on  which  the  government  of  the  United 
States  was  founded. 

As  descendants  of  such  patriots,  we  must  do  our 
utmost  to  maintain  those  principles  and  prove  our¬ 
selves  worthy  of  our  inheritance. 

It  is  stated  that  out  of  a  population  of  less  than 
a  thousand,  “  three  hundred  and  twelve  able 
bodied  men  were  sent  by  Walpole,  as  her  sacri¬ 
fice  for  the  achievement  of  our  National  Indepen¬ 
dence.” 

Walpole,  Massachusetts,  was  a  small  town  in 
those  days,  but  her  people  were  progressive,  and 
enured  to  hardships,  descending  as  they  did  from 
the  early  settlers,  who  had  subdued  the  forests, 
cleared  the  fields  and  made  the  roads,  and  to-day 
as  we  look  at  the  miles  and  miles  of  stone  walls  we 
can  understand  the  patience  and  labor  which  at¬ 
tended  each  step  of  the  way. 
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Among  the  people  of  Walpole  were  Solomon  and 
Jemima  Bullard,1  and  here  on  January  6,  1737, 
their  second  child  Seth  Bullard  was  born. 

1  Solomon  and  Jemima  Bullard  had  four  children  all  born  in  Walpole. 

1.  Solomon  born  February  n,  1733/4,  died  unmarried. 

2.  Seth  born  January  6,  1737. 

3.  William  born  February  4,  1741,  married  Hannah  Sumner. 

4.  A  daughter,  died  unmarried. 

The  father,  Solomon  Bullard,  was  born  in  Dedham,  August  22,  1702, 
and  was  a  Cordwainer  (shoemaker)  and  Yeoman  (farmer)  in  that  part  of 
Dedham  which  afterward  became  Walpole. 

Here  he  married  a  relative,  Jemima  Bullard.  During  his  life,  he 
bought  and  sold  many  pieces  of  land,  which  a  search  of  the  Suffolk  County 
Registry  of  Deeds  have  brought  to  light,  there  being  about  twenty  transfers 
from  1738  to  the  date  of  his  death,  October  23,  1768,  in  Walpole. 

In  1740  the  Town  under  assignment  of  highways,  names  Solomon 
Bullard  to  “  take  care  and  mend  all  the  other  roads  on  the  North  side  of 
Spice  brook.” 

The  earliest  original  paper  relating  to  the  family  which  I  have  found 
is  dated  February  S,  1754,  and  shows  Solomon  Bullard  paid  a  note  of 
£6  13/4,  on  that  day. 

May  25,  1769,  Seth  and  William  Bullard  received  £18  due  the  estate 
of  Solomon  Bullard  late  deceased,  which  might  indicate  the  two  brothers 
settled  their  father’s  estate. 

July  1,  1765,  Solomon  Bullard  sold  for  £100  to  William  Bullard,  hus¬ 
bandman,  50  acres  of  land,  “  part  of  my  house  lot,  together  with  one  third 
part  of  my  dwelling  house,”  bounded  by  the  country  road. 

The  location  of  this  dwelling  house  was  in  that  part  of  Dedham,  now 
called  Walpole. 
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Receipt  for  Money  Loaned  Solomon  Bullard,  Dated 
February  8,  1754.  (Possibly  in  Solomon  Bullard's 

Handwriting.)

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Chapter  II 


EARLY  YEARS  AND  COLONIAL 
CONDITIONS 

% 

IT  is  not  now  known  where  Seth  Bullard 
obtained  his  education.  It  may  have  been  in 
the  school  at  Dedham,  or  from  study  with  the 
Minister  at  Dedham  or  Walpole,  as  was  the  cus¬ 
tom  of  that  day,  but  it  is  fair  to  assume  he  was 
inclined  to  be  a  student  as  in  1760,  when  twenty- 
three  years  old  he  became  a  schoolmaster  in  Wal¬ 
pole,  taking  the  school  in  the  east  part  of  the 
town. 

Mr.  Lewis  in  his  history  of  Walpole  speaks  of 
the  East  schoolhouse,  describing  it  as  “  a  long  one- 
story  building  from  the  rear  end  of  which  rose  a 
small  brick  chimney,  with  its  only  door,  a  green 
one,  a  little  to  the  left  of  the  center  of  its  front, 
offset  by  a  front  window  with  red  wooden  shutters. 
As  you  entered  there  was  a  vestibule,  one  end  of 
which  was  utilized  as  a  woodhouse. 

“  Passing  to  the  right  there  was  a  school  room 
door.  Around  the  side  and  rear  walls  of  the  room 
was  a  continuous  board  seat,  and  separated  there¬ 
from  by  an  aisle  were  the  center  forms  and  board 

seats,  all  in  dull  lead  color.  ' 

“  At  the  front  left-hand  corner,  on  a  small  raised 
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platform,  stood  a  small  high  desk,  and  seat  of  the 
teacher.”  And  in  such  a  building  we  can  picture 
Seth  Bullard  at  this  “  small  high  desk,”  the  village 
schoolmaster. 

On  November  3, 1761,  Seth  Bullard,  now  nearly 
twenty-five  years  old,  was  married  in  Dedham  by 
Henry  Adams,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  to  Joanna 
Lewis,  granddaughter  of  Lieut.  Barachiah  Lewis, 
an  officer  in  the  Indian  Wars. 

Who  can  say  what  may  have  been  the  indirect 
influence  of  her  heritage  in  her  husband’s  life, 
when  Joanna  Lewis  became  the  wife  of  Seth 
Bullard? 

Certain  it  is  that  Seth  Bullard  was  fully  con¬ 
vinced  of  the  necessity  for  preparation  for  the  de¬ 
fense  of  our  liberties,  and  as  the  village  school¬ 
master  he  labored  to  instill  in  the  minds  of  his 
pupils  the  principles  of  liberty  and  justice. 

A  publication  by  an  English  writer  (The  First 
American  Civil  War,  by  Henry  Belcher,  1911,) 
very  fairly  expresses  from  their  point  of  view  —  the 
English  —  the  conditions  as  they  existed  before 

1763- 

“  The  American  Colonies  occupied  but  a  strip 
of  ocean  borderland,  varying  from  300  to  700  miles 
in  depth,  furnished  with  fine  capacious  harbours, 
while  France  held  all  that  vast  land  with  its  incal¬ 
culable  potentialities  which  stretches  like  an  ocean 
westward  and  southward,  a  country  whose  re¬ 
sources  no  man’s  wildest  dreams  have  encom¬ 
passed. 
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“  After  the  Peace  of  Paris,  colonial  merchants 
and  lawyers  began  to  feel  their  place  in  the  world 
enlarged. 

“  They  had  owed  their  safety  and  defense  of 
their  frontier  against  Indian  tribes  and  French¬ 
men  to  the  navy  and  army  of  Great  Britain. 

“  That  these  thirteen  fortunate  children,  so 
richly  dowered  by  this  boundless  reversionary 
wealth,  should  now  do  something  to  aid  the  parent 
country  to  sustain  her  increased  burdens  was  felt 
to  be  due  to  the  services  of  the  one,  and  the  self 
respect  of  the  other. 

“  But  as  most  obligations  are  convertible  into 
expression  in  money,  this  new  obligation  suggested 
taxation. 

“  The  Patriots  took  the  ground  that  any  taxation 
of  the  Colonies  by  Parliamentary  process  was  in¬ 
valid  on  the  plea  that,  having  no  representation  at 
Westminster,  they  had  in  no  degree  consented  to 
the  legislation  covering  or  authorizing  this  or  any 
other  Finance  Bill;  that  if  a  man  has  not  assented 
or  consented  to  a  law  he  is  not  bound  by  that  law, 
and  that  to  enforce  his  obedience  to  the  execution 
of  such  law  or  laws  is  a  fundamental  infringement 
of  natural  right. 

“  The  Stamp  Act  of  November,  1763,  was  there¬ 
fore  greeted  with  violent  agitation,  and  in  August, 
1765,  the  rage  of  the  Colonies  over  that  act  found 
expression  in  an  attack  on  Chief  Justice  Hutchin¬ 
son’s  house. 

“  The  trade  of  Boston  in  1770  had  raised  it  to  a 
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position  of  high  commercial  importance  on  the 
Atlantic  coast. 

“  The  shipping  laws  were  in  their  degree  a  re¬ 
enactment  of  the  Navigation  Acts,  which,  initiated 
by  Cromwell,  were  afterward  amended  by  twenty- 
nine  revisions,  and  constituted  a  grievance  in  later 
Colonial  days,  contributory  to  the  Revolutionary 
War. 

“  They  sent  instructions  to  their  colonial  agents 
and  officials  to  authorize  unrestricted  and  unlim¬ 
ited  interference  with  a  colonial  man’s  home  under 
the  form  of  Search  Warrants. 

“  Probably  no  device  more  exasperating  than 
the  device  called  Writs  of  Assistance,  could  have 
been  authorized.” 

A  loyal  subject  of  the  King,  Seth  Bullard  was 
early  interested  in  military  affairs,  and  on  June  5, 
1772,  then  in  his  thirty-sixth  year,  he  was  made 
“  Ensign  ”  in  the  Walpole  Company,  of  which 
Ebenezer  Clap  was  Captain,  the  company  being 
part  of  the  Regiment  of  Militia  of  which  Eliphalet 
Pond  was  Colonel. 

The  Commission  calls  him  “  Seth  Bullard, 
gentleman,”  dated  in  the  twelfth  year  of  the  Reign 
of  His  Majesty,  George  III. 

As  a  student  of  public  affairs,  Seth  Bullard  evi¬ 
dently  felt  there  were  many  rights  and  liberties 
that  were  being  infringed  upon,  and  in  his  endeavor 
to  correct  these  grievances  he  was  active  in  the 
Town  Meetings  where  such  subjects  were  under 
discussion. 
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On  January  12,  1773,  he  was  chosen  on  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  draw  up  a  report  of  our  grievances  against 
England,  which  shows  his  attitude  at  that  time,  and 
the  report  was  adopted  by  the  town: 

“  The  Committee  Appointed  by  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Walpole  the  12th.  of  January  1773  to  Consider 
of  Public  Grievances,  report  as  follows: 

“  First  we  are  sensible  that  the  Rights  and  Liberties  of 
the  People  of  the  American  Colonies  are  invaded  and  In¬ 
fringed  in  many  Instances  needless  to  be  enumerated 
being  Sufficiently  pointed  out  already  by  many  in  this 
province. 

“  Secondly  we  determine  that  we  will  unite  with  our 
Loyal  Brethren  in  this  and  other  Provinces  in  any  Consti¬ 
tutional  manner  as  shall  best  appear  to  procure  a  Redress 
of  our  Grievances. 

“  Thirdly  we  Instruct  our  Representative  to  promote  an 
Address  to  his  Majesty  requesting  him  to  repeal  Such.  Acts 
as  to  us  appear  Grievous  and  that  he  the  said  Representa¬ 
tive  use  all  possible  Precaution  that  said  Address  may 
Reach  the  Royal  Ear. 

“  Fourthly  that  our  Representative  Enquire  into  a 
Report  lately  Spread  Concerning  the  Dependancy  of  the 
Honourable  Justices  of  the  Superior  Court  upon  the  Crown 
for  Support  and  to  act  thereon  as  to  him  Shall  seem  Best 
in  order  to  prevent  the  evil  threatened  and  likely  therefrom 
to  Ensue. 

“  Fifthly  that  if  the  Judges  have  not  a  Support  from 
the  Province  adequate  to  their  Important  Stations  and 
Services  the  Said  Representative  is  hereby  instructed  to 
use  his  influence  to  procure  the  Same  for  them. 

“  Sixthly  we  Caution  our  Representative  against  being 
perswaded  of  the  friendly  Intentions  of  any  Person  what¬ 
soever  who  shall  designedly  keep  or  endeavor  to  keep  in 
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Ignorance  the  People  of  the  province  respecting  the  Salary 
of  the  Judges  aforesaid. 

(signed)  Seth  Bullard 
George  Payson 
Aquila  Robbins 
Enoch  Ellis 
Samuel  Cheney  ” 

Many  of  the  far-seeing  men  among  the  patriots 
saw  no  cause  for  rejoicing  in  the  repeal  of  the 
Stamp  Act,  as  the  act  of  repeal  contained  a  clause 
which  to  them  was  portentous  of  evil  to  our  liber¬ 
ties,  which  clause  was,  in  effect,  giving  the  abso¬ 
lute  right  of  Parliament  to  bind  the  colonies  in  all 
cases  whatsoever;  and  the  British  government  de¬ 
termined  to  follow  out  this  declaration  by  a  prac¬ 
tical  show  of  force  which  should  overawe  the 
people. 

The  report  shows  that  the  people  of  Walpole 
had  heard  of  the  rumor  that  the  Judges  were  to  be 
supported  by  the  Crown,  and  this  related  to  the 
resolve  of  the  British  cabinet  that  the  officers  of 
the  customs  were  to  be  multiplied,  and  the  gover¬ 
nor,  judges,  and  revenue  officers  were  to  be  paid 
by  the  crown,  so  as  to  make  them  entirely  inde¬ 
pendent  of  colonial  legislation  and  complete  instru¬ 
ments  of  arbitrary  power. 

It  was  not  in  the  nature  of  a  people  who  had  for 
generations  enjoyed  and  understood  freedom  of 
thought  and  expression  to  be  cowed  and  frightened 
by  these  warnings  of  tyranny  and  power,  and  their 
leaders  stood  boldly  to  their  former  declarations 
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Bullard’s  Handwriting.) 
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and  by  their  speeches  and  writings  soon  rekindled 
the  flames  which  the  Stamp  Act.  repeal  had  in  a 
great  measure  allayed. 

Josiah  Quincy,  Jr.,  the  patriot,  uttered  then  this 
memorable  sentence:  “  Blandishments  will  not 
fascinate  us,  nor  will  threats  of  a  halter  intimidate; 
for  under  God  we  are  determined  that,  whatsoever, 
whensoever,  or  howsoever  we  shall  be  called  to 
make  our  exit,  we  will  die  freemen. ” 

Town  Constable  at  this  period  was  a  position 
of  honor  much  coveted;  it  partook  of  a  military 
and  civil  character,  and  in  1773  Seth  Bullard  was 
Constable  in  Walpole,  and  evidently  also  in  1772, 
as  I  have  a  receipt  from  the  Town  Treasurer  dated 
May  17,  1773,  showing  the  amount  paid  for  col¬ 
lections  for  1772. 

The  Town  Constable  was  entrusted  with  the 
collection  of  taxes  and  I  have  two  lists  which  he 
used  in  making  the  collection  which  state: 

“  Suffolk  SS.  To  Seth  Bullard,  constable  of 
Walpole  in  the  County  of  Suffolk,  GREETING; 
In  his  Majesty’s  Name  you  are  required  to  levy 
and  collect  of  the  several  Persons  Named  in  the 
List  herewith  committed  unto  you  each  one  his 

respective  portion  (therein  set  down)  &c - 

dated  Walpole  January  6,  in  the  13th.  year  of  his 
Majestys  Reign,  Annoque  Domini  1773.” 

The  Town  Treasurer  of  Walpole,  under  date 
of  April  23,  1774,  gave  a  receipt  to  “  Mr.  Seth  Bul¬ 
lard,  Constable  for  £n-i8s-6d-2  farthings,  in  part 
for  what  he  had  collected  for  the  year  1773. 
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In  1774  Seth  Bullard  was  chosen  one  of  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  draw  a  form  of  Covenant  and  the  town 
voted  that  they  would  act  upon  the  Desire  of  the 
Committee  of  Correspondence  of  the  Town  of 
Boston  respecting  the  importation  of  Goods  from 
Great  Britain. 

On  June  1,  1774,  the  Boston  Port  Bill  went  into 
effect,  making  still  another  grievance  against  Eng¬ 
land,  and  all  together  tended  to  break  the  loyalty 
to  the  mother  country. 

June  30,  1774,  the  town  voted:  “  to  Grant  the 
Sum  of  one  Pound  and  four  Shillings  to  be  Paid 
to  Mr.  Thomas  Cushen  Esqr.  in  order  to  Enable 
a  Committee  of  Congress,  chosen  By  the  Jeneral 
Assembly  of  this  Province,  to  meet  with  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  other  Provinces  and  Collonies  in 
North  Emericha.  The  Town  mak  choice  of  Mr. 
Seth  Bullard  an  Agent  to  Deliver  the  Sum  granted 
to  the  above  Thomas  Cushen  at  Boston  and  take 
a  Receipt  for  the  same  ” 

At  the  First  Provincial  Congress  a  committee 
was  appointed  on  October  26,  1774,  “  to  consider 
what  is  necessary  to  be  done  for  the  defence  and 
safety  of  the  Province  &c.” 

A  Committee  of  Safety  appointed  “  whenever 
they  shall  judge  necessary  for  the  safety  and  De¬ 
fence  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  and  their 
Property  against  such  person  or  persons  as  afore¬ 
said  to  alarm,  muster,  and  cause  to  be  assembled 
with  the  utmost  expedition  and  completely  armed, 
accourtied,  and  supplied  with  provisions  sufficient 
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for  their  support  in  their  march  to  the  place  of 
Rendezvous,  such  and  so  many  of  the  Militia  of 
this  Province  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  for  the 
ends  aforesaid.” 

An  interesting  paper  relating  to  this  period  in 
Seth  Bullard’s  life  is  a  copy  of  minutes  taken  by 
him  as  Clerk  of  meetings  held  at  Dedham  and 
Wrentham  in  November  1774  now  in  the  posses¬ 
sion  of  Dr.  Carney  of  New  Rochelle,  N.  Y. 

The  minutes  arrange  for  the  joining  of  the  Mili¬ 
tary  Company  of  Wrentham  old  Parish  with  the 
Walpole  Company,  and  they  also  are  indications 
of  the  movements  on  foot  in  the  town  to  be  ready 
for  the  defence  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Walpole  in 
combination  with  the  other  towns  and  provinces 
as  suggested  at  the  meetings  of  the  First  Provincial 
Congress  noted  above. 

The  effect  of  the  Port  Bill  on  Boston  at  this  time, 
causing  lack  of  employment  and  much  suffering 
in  the  cold  of  winter,  is  noted  at  a  meeting  in  the 
Town  of  Walpole,  December  30,  1774,  when  Seth 
Bullard  was  named  as  one  of  a  “  Committee  of 
Inspection  and  to  see  how  to  provide  wood  for  the 
suffering  Industrial  Poor  in  the  Town  of  Boston.” 

When  the  British  decided  to  advance  on  Con¬ 
cord  and  Lexington  it  was  the  last  straw  in  the  long 
list  of  grievances  which  the  patriots  of  the  prov¬ 
inces  had  tried  to  correct  by  peaceable  means,  but 
finding  all  these  efforts  to  be  in  vain  they  were 
ready  to  use  force  to  protect  their  persons  and 
property  from  further  encroachment. 
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Chapter  III 


CONCORD,  LEXINGTON  AND 
ROXBURY  SERVICE 


SETH  BULLARD  having  been  active  in  all  the 
events  leading  up  to  this  point,  and  taking 
active  part  in  all  attempts  to  settle  differences  by 
peaceable  ways  with  a  desire  to  continue  loyal  to 
his  King,  was  at  last  convinced  it  was  necessary  to 
take  up  arms  in  defence  of  his  rights.  On  April  19, 
1775,  when  our  subject  was  a  man  of  38  years,  as 
the  news  of  the  advance  of  the  British  toward  Con¬ 
cord  and  Lexington  reached  Walpole,  he  led  his 
company  across  the  country,  and  followed  the 
enemy  on  their  hurried  retreat  to  Boston. 

Seth  Bullard  then  led  his  company  to  Roxbury 
where  they  encamped  on  the  neck  to  keep  the 
enemy  hemmed  in  at  that  point. 

In  Lexington  Alarm  Rolls, ”  Vol.  11,  page  205, 
it  is  stated  “  Capt.  Seth  Bullard  in  Col.  John 
Smith’s  company  marched  from  Walpole  on  the 
alarm  of  April  19,  1 775,  serving  nine  days.” 

It  is  reported  that  many  in  Capt.  Bullard’s  com¬ 
pany  were  only  sixteen  or  seventeen  years  old, 
quite  probably  his  former  pupils,  who  had  been 
inspired  by  his  teaching,  and  followed  as  he  led 
to  this  first  armed  intervention. 
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What  an  inspiration  to  the  descendants  of  Seth 
Bullard,  a  thrilling  picture  of  living  up  to  one’s 
teachings  and  convictions,  the  village  schoolmaster 
leading  his  pupils  to  battle  for  freedom  and  inde¬ 
pendence! 

Out  of  a  population  of  less  than  800,  over  sixty 
men  followed  Seth  Bullard  on  the  beat  of  the  alarm 
drum  on  that  glorious  morning  over  the  fields  and 
roads  to  Concord,  marching  through  Medfield, 
Dover  and  Sherborn.

In  addition  to  the  above  there  were  twenty-five  Walpole 

men  who  joined  Capt.  Mann’s  Medfield  Company. 

After  a  service  of  nine  days,  Capt.  Bullard 
gathered  enough  men  to  serve  under  him  for  three 
months  and  eight  days  at  Roxbury  Neck,  enlist¬ 
ing  May  i,  1775,  in  Col.  Read’s  Regiment  (Vol.  14, 
page  33  Revolutionary  Rolls)  and  as  a  record  of 
this  service  I  have  his  receipt  for  shot  and  shell 
dated  June  20,  1775.  (See  frontispiece.) 

The  first  Town  Meeting  in  Walpole  after  the 
battle  of  Concord  and  Lexington  was  on  May  10, 
1775,  when  the  selectmen  ordered  the  Town  Treas¬ 
urer  to  pay  several  minute  men  for  their  services. 

May  18,  1775,  Seth  Bullard  is  recorded  as  Cap¬ 
tain  in  Col.  Joseph  Read’s  Regiment  in  Camp  at 
Roxbury.  (Mass.  Archives  Vol.  146,  page  71.) 

On  June  5,  ix,  15,  17 ,  21,  23,  25,  27,  29  and  on 


. 
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August  2 ,  1775,  he  appears  as  Captain  in  the  same 
Regiment  on  returns  for  rations  or  provisions 
(Rev.  Rolls  Vol.  70,  72)  and  during  this  time  he 
also  appears  with  the  rank  of  Captain  on  a  return 
of  officers  for  Clothing  (Vol.  71,  page  10). 

On  September  26,  1775,  he  was  still  at  Roxbury 
(Vol.  56,  page  12 1)  although  in  a  Muster  Roll  of 
the  company  under  his  command  in  Col.  Joseph 
Read’s  Regiment  they  are  called  three  months  men 
to  the  last  of  August  1775. 

Captain  Seth  Bullard  was  Selectman  of  Walpole 
during  this  year  (1775)  as  noted  in  the  record  of 
a  Town  Meeting: — 

“  At  a  meeting  of  the  Town  of  Walpole  Legally 
Assembled  at  the  Meeting  house  July  10,  1775, 
the  Town  made  Choice  of  Mr.  Benjamin  Kings- 
bery  to  Represent  the  Town  at  the  Great  and  Gen¬ 
eral  Court  to  be  held  at  Watertown  the  twentyeth 
first  Day  of  this  Instant  July,  and  at  two  o’clock 
the  3rd.  Day  the  Towne  made  Choice  of  Deacon 
Benjn  Kingsbery  for  Select  man  in  the  Room  of 
Capt.  Seth  Bullard  now  in  the  Army  at  Roxberry.” 

On  February  8,  1776,  Capt.  Seth  Bullard  was 
chosen  by  the  Legislature  as  2nd.  Major  of  the 
Fourth  Suffolk  Regiment,  Ephraim  Wheelock’s 
Regiment.  (Rev.  Rolls  Vol.  40,  page  134.)  Com¬ 
missioned  February  10,  1776.  (Vol.  28,  page 

10  3-) 

At  the  March  Town  Meeting  in  Walpole,  1776, 
Seth  Bullard  was  again  chosen  to  the  office  of 
Selectman,  and  the  record  of  his  election  calls  him 
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Major  Seth  Bullard,  showing  his  promotion  in 
military  rank  already  referred  to. 

On  April  8,  1776,  he  is  recorded  as  2nd  Major 
of  Ephraim  Wheelock’s  Regiment  at  Wrentham. 
(Rev.  Rolls,  Vol.  40,  page  165.) 

Seth  Bullard’s  activity,  in  all  movements  re¬ 
lating  to  the  war,  and  the  confidence  of  his  towns¬ 
men  in  his  ability  may  be  judged  by  a  vote  of 
the  Town  on  May  10,  1776,  when  it  was  voted  that 
Major  Seth  Bullard  should  take  the  money  which 
was  subscribed  to  raise  men,  and  hire  men  there¬ 
with,  if  opportunity  should  offer,  at  50  dollars  per 
man. 

A  vote  this  year  (1776)  gives  a  human  touch 
to  the  otherwise  very  serious  actions  taken  by  the 
town,  when  a  choice  was  made  of  “  Mess  George 
Payson,  and  John  Lewis  to  set  in  the  upar  gallery 
in  the  Meeting  house  to  prevent  ye  children  play¬ 
ing  at  meeting.” 

Children  in  every  generation  are  evidently  much 
the  same  and  one  wonders  if  Seth  Bullard’s  chil¬ 
dren  used  to  play  “  in  the  upar  gallery.”  In  1776, 
the  records  show  that  the  Bullards  had  had  seven 
children,  as  Jemima  was  born  that  year  and  they 
lost  Catherine  aged  nine  years. 

The  oldest  child  was  Elizabeth  then  14  years  old, 
Mary  12,  Olive  7,  Joel  5  and  Jabez  3  so  that  Joel, 
Olive  and  Mary  may  have  been  among  the  children 
in  the  “  upar  gallery  ”  at  that  time. 

At  the  October  meeting,  1776,  Major  Seth  Bul¬ 
lard  presided,  and  the  following  action  was  taken: 
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“  2ly  Voted  that  the  present  House  of  Representatives 
of  this  State,  together  with  the  Council,  if  they  consent  in 
one  Body  with  the  House,  and  by  equal  Voice  should  Con¬ 
sult  &  agree  on  such  a  Constitution  &  form  of  Government 
for  their  state  as  the  sd  House  of  Representatives  & 
Council  as  aforesaid  on  the  fullest  and  most  mature  Delib¬ 
eration  shall  Judge  will  most  conduce  to  the  Safty,  Peace 
&  Happiness  of  this  State  Provided  they  will  direct  that  the 
same  be  made  Publick  for  the  Inspection  and  Perusal  of 
said  Town  before  the  Ratification  thereof  by  said 
Assembly.  ” 

Major  Seth  Bullard  was  chosen  at  the  same 
meeting  as  one  of  a  committee  of  five  to  see  what 
every  one  has  done  in  the  Town  in  the  War. 
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SERVICE  UNDER  WASHINGTON 
HE  Life  of  George  Washington  by  John  Mar- 


A  shall,  published  in  Philadelphia,  1804-1807, 
in  5  volumes  gives  quite  clearly  the  conditions  ex¬ 
isting  in  the  fall  of  1776. 

A  set  of  these  books,  now  in  my  possession,  be¬ 
longed  to  Jabez  Bullard,  son  of  Seth  Bullard,  and 
it  is  possible  that  they  originally  belonged  to  Seth 
Bullard  himself. 

The  statement  is  made  (Vol.  2,  page  480)  that 
“  the  situation  of  America  in  Sept.  1776  was 
now  becoming  extremely  critical.”  “  The  almost 
entire  disolution  of  the  existing  army  by  expira¬ 
tion  of  the  time  for  which  the  greater  number  of 
the  troops  had  been  engaged  was  fast  approach¬ 


ing. 


“  No  steps  had  been  taken  to  recruit  the  new 
regiments  resolved  on  by  Congress  for  the  ensuing 
campaign,  and  there  was  much  reason  to  appre¬ 
hend  that  the  terms  offered  would  not  in  the  actual 
state  of  things  hold  forth  sufficient  inducements 
to  fill  them.” 

“  With  so  unpromising  a  prospect  before  him, 
the  general  found  himself  pressed  by  an  army, 
permanent  in  its  establishment,  supplied  with 
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every  requisite  for  war,  formidable  for  its  discipline 
and  the  experience  of  its  leaders,  and  superior  to 
him  even  at  present  in  numbers/’ 

“  Washington  in  addressing  Congress  in  a  letter 
at  this  time  says :  —  c  It  is  in  vain  to  expect  that  any 
or  more  than  a  trifling  part  of  this  army  will  engage 
again  in  the  service,  on  the  encouragement  offered 
by  Congress.’  ” 

“  When  men  find  that  their  townsmen  and  com¬ 
panions  are  receiving  twenty,  thirty,  and  more  dol¬ 
lars,  for  a  few  months’  service  (which  is  truly  the 
case)  this  cannot  be  expected,  without  using  com¬ 
pulsion;  and  to  force  them  into  service  would  an¬ 
swer  no  valuable  purpose.” 

“  When  men  are  irritated,  and  their  passions  in¬ 
flamed  they  fly  hastily  and  cheerfully  to  arms;  but 
after  the  first  emotions  are  over,  to  expect  among 
such  people  as  compose  the  bulk  of  an  army;  that 
they  are  influenced  by  any  other  principles  than 
those  of  interest,  is  to  look  for  what  never  did,  and 
I  fear  never  will  happen.” 

u  The  few  therefore  who  act  upon  principles  of 
disinterestedness  are,  comparatively  speaking,  no 
more  than  a  drop  in  the  ocean.” 

“  Why  a  Captain  in  the  Continental  service 
should  receive  no  more  than  five  shillings  currency 
per  day,  for  performing  the  same  duties  that  an 
officer  of  the  same  rank  in  the  British  service  re¬ 
ceives  ten  shillings  sterling  for,  I  never  could  con¬ 
ceive:  especially  when  the  latter  is  provided  with 
every  necessary  he  requires  upon  the  best  terms, 
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and  the  former  can  scarcely  procure  them  at  any 
rate.” 

One  can  see  by  these  statements  of  fact  that  the 
crisis  in  the  war  was  at  hand,  Philadelphia  was 
supposed  to  be  in  hazard,  the  militia  of  New  Eng¬ 
land  had  been  called  and  men  were  drafted  to  re¬ 
inforce  the  Continental  Army  under  a  Warrant  is¬ 
sued  November  2 1,  1776.  Six  thousand  men  under 
General  Lincoln,  marched  from  Massachusetts, 
and  a  force  in  proportion  to  its  population  was 
raised  in  Connecticut. 

In  this  critical  period  we  find  Seth  Bullard  still 
true  to  his  convictions  and  the  Revolutionary  Rolls 
record  him  with  the  rank  of  Major  in  Colonel  Solo¬ 
mon  LovelPs  Regiment  for  three  months’  service  to 
reinforce  the  Continental  Army.  (Vol.  n,p.  101.) 

On  November  25,  1776,  Seth  Bullard  paid  £8- 
2S-4d  for  40  bushels  of  “  Rie  ”  to  be  delivered  to 
him  at  Mendon,  and  as  the  date  of  the  Warrant  for 
the  draft  of  men  to  reinforce  the  Continental  Army 
was  November  2 1st,  it  would  seem  the  “  Rie  ”  was 
for  the  use  of  the  Army. 

Washington’s  objective  had  been  to  destroy 
stores  at  New  Brunswick,  New  Jersey,  but  con¬ 
sidering  it  more  prudent  to  abandon  his  original 
project,  he  proceeded  by  easy  stages  over  the  few 
miles  dividing  him  from  Morristown,  New  Jersey, 
where  he  arrived  about  January  7,  1777. 

Washington  at  this  juncture  had  no  army  worthy 
of  the  name,  and  for  the  few  who  remained  by  their 
obligations  supplies  of  all  kinds  were  lacking. 
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Receipt  for  Money  Paid  for  “  40  bushels  of  Rie  ”  Novem¬ 
ber  25,  1776,  Possibly  for  Use  of  the  Army.  (Body  of 
Receipt  in  Seth  Bullard’s  Handwriting.) 
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Letter  from  Major  Seth  Bullard  to  His  Wife, 
Dated  “  Cakiate  in  N.  J.,  Feb.  i 6,  1777.'’ 
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It  was  reported  that  by  the  time  the  Patriots 
reached  Morristown  they  were  so  excessively 
fatigued  that  a  fresh  and  resolute  body  of  five 
hundred  men  might  have  demolished  them 
all.  Numbers  lay  down  in  the  woods  and 
fell  asleep  regardless  of  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather. 

On  March  6,  1777,  Washington  wrote  Gov. 
Trumbull  of  Connecticut  calling  on  that  State  for 
2000  Militia  to  be  marched  to  “  Peek’s-Kill  ”  say- 
ing,  “  I  hope  you  will  be  convinced  of  the  necessity 
of  the  demand  when  I  tell  you  in  confidence,  that 
after  the  15th  of  this  month,  when  the  time  of 
General  Lincoln’s  militia  expires,  I  shall  be  left 
with  the  remains  of  five  Virginia  regiments,  not 
amounting  to  more  than  as  many  hundred  men, 
and  parts  of  two  or  three  other  continental  bat¬ 
talions,  all  very  weak.” 

In  this  great  extremity,  when  Washington  was 
uncertain  of  his  army,  we  find  Major  Seth  Bul¬ 
lard  one  of  his  supporters,  and  on  February  16, 
1777,  in  a  letter  to  his  wife  which  has  fortunately 
been  preserved,  Major  Bullard  wrote  from  “  Caki- 
ate,”  1  New  Jersey,  telling  her  of  his  safe  arrival 

1  Miss  Maud  E.  Johnson  Asst.  Librarian  The  New  Jersey  Historical 
Society  writes  Dr.  Carney:  “The  letter  was  written  at  Cakiate,  variously 
spelled  Kakiate,  Kakeat  and  Kakiat.  I  believe  that  Kakiat  is  the  spelling 
used  in  the  church  records,  of  which  there  is  a  copy  in  the  library  of  the 
New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society.  They  are  called  the 
records  of  the  Reformed  church  of  Kakiat,  now  West  New  Hempstead 
Brick  Church.  The  place  is  between  Munsey  and  New  City,  about  five 
miles  from  Suffern,  and  is  in  Rockland  County,  N.  Y. 

According  to  New  Jersey  Archives,  Second  series,  Vol.  4,  Kakeat  was 
“  In  the  northern  part  of  Bergen  county  ”  N.  J.  and  possibly  some  part 
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there,  and  that  they  were  to  advance  from  there  to 
Morristown  and  Chatham. 

Morristown  during  the  war  was  twice  occupied 
by  Washington  for  many  consecutive  months  for 
his  headquarters,  and  the  house  tenanted  by  him  is 
now  State  Property. 

“  Washington  quite  understood  the  high  value 
of  keeping  raw  troops  ever  on  the  run.  They  were 
not  allowed  time  to  think  of  their  rags,  their  insuffi¬ 
cient  food,  and  miserable  equipment.  It  was  said 
in  New  York  that  there  was  not  a  sound  pair  of 
breeches  in  the  Continental  Army,  nor  a  pair  of 
boots. 

This  may  be  so;  but  the  sagacity  of  their  Com¬ 
mander,  together  with  their  exasperation  at  the 
conduct  imputed  to  the  German  troops,  made  them 
keen  sportsmen  at  the  game,  and  obedient  to  their 
General,  they  annoyed  and  worried  a  force  of  three 
times  their  numbers,  and  twenty  times  their 
resources.” 

It  would  be  most  desirable,  and  interesting  if  we 
could  know  more  of  Major  Seth  Bullard’s  personal 
experiences  on  this  campaign;  just  what  part  he 
took  on  his  arrival  at  Washington’s  headquarters, 
how  long  he  stayed  in  that  vicinity,  and  just  when 
he  returned  to  Massachusetts. 

General  Lincoln’s  militia  returned  to  Massachu- 


of  the  locality  formerly  known  as  Kakiate  was  in  New  Jersey,  the  rest 
being  in  New  York. 

“  Kakiat  (a  corruption  and  contraction  of  the  Indian  Kackyacktaw- 
eke)  seems  to  have  formed  a  part  of  the  “Jersey  Gore,”  —  see  Cole’s 
History  of  Rockland  county,  page  257.” 
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setts,  according  to  Washington’s  letter  above 
noted,  when  the  time  of  enlistment  expired,  the 
middle  of  March,  but  it  is  of  course  possible  that 
Major  Bullard  remained  longer. 

The  next  record  I  find  is  on  August  9,  1777, 
when  he  was  chosen  by  the  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives  as  1st  Major  in  the  Fourth  Suffolk  Regiment 
of  Militia,  (Col.  Benjamin  Hawes  Regiment)  and 
reference  is  made  to  the  same  appointment  in  a  list 
of  Officers  dated  at  Wrentham  September  26, 1777 
(Vol.  215,  page  4,  and  Vol.  40,  page  142). 

Mr.  Lewis  in  his  History  of  Walpole  says:  “  This 
epoch  of  our  Revolutionary  history  which  seems 
so  full  of  glory  and  success  was  a  far  different  mat¬ 
ter  to  our  forefathers. 

“  Poverty,  ruin,  sickness  and  death  were  com¬ 
mon  attendants  at  every  fireside.” 

It  is  interesting  in  this  connection  to  note  that 
“  During  the  Revolution  the  Town  of  Wal¬ 
pole  carried  its  part  of  the  burden  with  proper 
manliness,  supporting  both  the  soldier,  and  his 
family.” 

Seth  Bullard  appears  in  a  list  of  men  from  Wren¬ 
tham  West  Parish,  dated  November  5,  1777  (Rev. 
Rolls,  Vol.  61,  page  62). 

In  1777,  Walpole  voted  “  that  the  men  that 
served  the  Continent  and  State  at  Roxbury  and  the 
places  adjacent  should  be  allowed  13  shillings  and 
4  pence  per  month,  and  that  the  men  that  served  at 
New  York  and  Ticonderoga  should  be  allowed  3 
pounds  per  month,  that  the  men  that  went  to  War- 
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wick  should  be  allowed  13  shillings  and  4  pence 
per  month.” 

From  August  18,  to  August  31,  1778,  Seth  Bul¬ 
lard  served  as  Major  under  Col.  John  Daggett  in 
Rhode  Island,  (Vol.  2  6,  page  74)  and  again  July  27, 
1780,  he  marched  as  Major  for  service  in  Rhode 
Island,  on  alarm,  serving  14  days.  (Vol.  26,  page 

47-) 

On  November  27,1 780,  Seth  Bullard  was  chosen 
by  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  the  appoint¬ 
ment  was  concurred  by  the  Senate  November  29, 
as  Muster  Master  for  Suffolk  County,  with  the 
rank  of  Major,  (Vol.  230,  page  259),  and  March  7, 
1783,  he  served  as  Major  in  Col.  John  Daggett’s 
Regiment.  (Vols.  29  and  30.) 

In  the  “  Minute  Men  of  Walpole,”  Mr.  Lewis 
says,  “  On  record  as  Col.  Bullard  of  the  Fourth 
Suffolk  Regiment,  on  several  occasions,”  and  it  has 
been  suggested,  as  he  commanded  the  Suffolk  Regi¬ 
ment  in  the  Rhode  Island  Campaign,  he  was  en¬ 
titled  to  that  rank,  and  Mr.  Lewis  tells  me  in 
reviewing  the  19  volumes  of  Massachusetts  Sol¬ 
diers  and  Sailors  of  the  Revolutionary  War  ”  for 
the  Order  of  the  Cincinnati,  he  found  Seth  Bullard 
called  Colonel  in  several  places.  Whether  he  was 
called  Colonel  by  courtesy  or  appointment  I  have 
no  record. 

Lord  Cornwallis  surrendered  at  Yorktown  Octo¬ 
ber  19, 1 781,  and  on  September  3, 1783,  the  Defini¬ 
tive  Treaty  of  Peace  between  Great  Britain  and 
the  United  States  of  /\merica  was  signed  at  Paris, 
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the  Treaty  being  ratified  by  Congress  in  January, 

1784. 

General  Washington  in  ordering  the  cessation 
of  hostilities  between  the  United  States  of  America 
and  the  King  of  Great  Britain  to  be  publicly  pro¬ 
claimed,  says: 

“  The  Commander-in-chief  far  from  endeavour¬ 
ing  to  stifle  the  feelings  of  joy  in  his  own  bosom, 
offers  his  most  cordial  congratulations  on  the  occa¬ 
sion,  to  all  the  officers  of  every  denomination,  to 
all  the  troops  of  the  United  States  in  general,  and 
in  particular  to  those  gallant  and  persevering  men 
who  had  resolved  to  defend  the  rights  of  their 
invaded  Country,  so  long  as  the  war  should  con¬ 
tinue.  For  these  are  the  men  who  ought  to  be 
considered,  as  the  pride  and  boast  of  the  x\merican 
Army,  and  who,  crowned  with  well-earned  laurels, 
may  soon  withdraw  from  the  field  of  glory  to  the 
more  tranquil  walks  of  civil  life.” 

Major  Seth  Bullard  was  certainly  one  of  those 
“  crowned  with  well-earned  laurels  ”  who  resolved 
to  defend  the  rights  of  their  invaded  Country  so 
long  as  the  war  should  continue,  for  he  was  active 
from  the  very  beginning  when  he  led  his  boys  to 
Concord  and  Lexington  in  1775  and  served  in 
many  campaigns  until  the  very  last  in  1 783,  and  to 
him  therefore  is  due  his  share  of  the  credit  not  only 
of  his  Commander-in-chief  but  of  all  the  great 
country  which  he  served  so  faithfully. 

The  achievement  of  independence  of  the  colo¬ 
nies  was  the  greater  because  it  was  accomplished 
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not  by  a  permanent  army,  but  by  an  army  con¬ 
stantly  changing  under  a  system  of  short  enlist¬ 
ments,  and  Washington  himself  in  an  address  in 
1780  says:  “  To  one  who  has  been  witness  to  the 
evils  brought  upon  us  by  short  enlistments,  the 
system  appears  to  have  been  pernicious  beyond 
description;  and  a  crowd  of  motives  present  them¬ 
selves  to  dictate  a  change.  It  may  easily  be  shown 
that  all  the  misfortunes  we  have  met  with  in  the 
military  line,  are  to  be  attributed  to  this  cause.5 ’ 
“  Had  we  formed  a  permanent  army  in  the  begin¬ 
ning,  which  by  the  continuance  of  the  same  men 
in  service  had  been  capable  of  discipline,  we  never 
should  have  had  to  retreat  with  a  handful  of  men 
across  the  Delaware  in  1776,  trembling  for  the  fate 
of  America,  which  nothing  but  the  infatuation  of 
the  enemy  could  have  saved;  we  should  not  have 
remained  all  of  the  succeeding  winter  at  their 
mercy,  with  sometimes  scarcely  a  sufficient  body 
of  men  to  mount  the  ordinary  guards,  liable  at 
every  moment  to  be  dissipated,  if  they  had  only 
thought  proper  to  march  against  us.55 

In  consulting  the  town  records  of  Walpole  we 
find  that  Seth  Bullard  not  only  gave  himself  to  the 
service  of  his  country  but  he  also  advanced  money 
to  help  the  cause  and  we  find  he  is  credited  with 
advancing  £151-25  in  a  list  of  those  who  advanced 
money  to  the  town  to  hire  soldiers,  and  in  this  list 
the  smallest  amount  so  advanced  is  $50  and  the 
largest  $1,000. 
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Chapter  V 

CIVIL  SERVICE  AFTER  THE  WAR 

THE  war  over,  his  service  ended,  Major  Seth 
Bullard  now  turned  his  attention  to  the 
“  tranquil  walks  of  civil  life,”  and  in  the  winter  of 
1783  he  again  taught  school  in  Walpole.  During 
this  year  he  was  Assessor  in  Walpole  and  the  town 
voted  to  pay  him  for  this  service  and  also  to  pay 
him  for  “  finding  the  Committee  two  quarts  of 
Rum,  that  were  appointed  to  open  the  way  for  the 
fish  to  come  up.” 

This  last  vote,  the  meaning  of  which,  at  first, 
seems  rather  obscure,  doubtless  relates  to  a  matter 
submitted  to  a  Committee  of  the  Legislature,  and 
a  paper  or  letter  relating  to  the  subject  of  opening 
the  way  for  the  fish  to  come  up  the  Charles  River, 
which  I  find  among  Seth  Bullard’s  papers  in 
my  possession,  doubtless  relates  to  the  same  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  their 
investigations  regarding  the  Neponset  River, 
where  the  construction  of  dams  had  prevented 
alewives  and  salmon  from  coming  up  stream  as 
formerly. 

On  the  establishment  of  our  State  Government, 
Major  Seth  Bullard  was  sought  by  his  fellow 
townsmen  to  represent  them  in  the  Great  and  Gen- 
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eral  Court,  and  at  the  Meeting  May  20,  1779,  he 
was  chosen  Representative. 

He  was  chosen  again  from  Walpole  in  1780,  and 
1781,  1784  to  1786,  1790  to  1792,  again  in  1796, 

1798,  and  in  1800. 

He  was  Massachusetts  Senator  from  1794  to 

1799,  and  an  unusual  fact  in  this  connection  was 
his  election  in  1796  and  1798  to  both  offices,  Sena¬ 
tor  and  Representative. 

Among  Seth  Bullard’s  papers  is  a  letter  dated 
February  26,  1798,  from  Peter  Hoar  of  Middle- 
borough,  to  Sqr.  Seth  Bullard,  an  appeal  to  him  re¬ 
garding  a  matter  of  legislation,  which  he  closes  by 
saying:  “  I  pray  your  honour  not  to  give  them  any 
advantage  over  us  as  we  are  willing  that  all  the 
disputes  between  us  and  them  should  be  settled  in 
terms  of  Justice,  this  from  your  humble  servant, 
Peter  Hoar.” 

During  the  life  of  Seth  Bullard  the  three  places 
around  which  centered  the  interests  and  activi¬ 
ties  of  the  residents  of  a  town  like  Walpole 
were  the  Home,  the  School  and  the  Meeting 
House. 

We  have  spoken  of  the  School,  and  of  Seth  Bul¬ 
lard’s  interest  in  its  work  as  a  teacher  and  adviser 
of  the  rising  generations,  and  now  comes  the  Meet¬ 
ing  house,  the  place  of  meeting  as  its  name  implies, 
not  only  the  Church  but  the  Town  Hall  as  well, 
for  here  the  men  of  the  town  gathered  together  to 
discuss  the  many  grievances  against  England,  to 
prepare  the  resolutions,  to  decide  about  military 
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The  First  Meeting  House  in  Walpole,

in  Walpole,  1783-1839. 
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matters  and  finally  to  go  forth  to  battle,  with  the 
Meeting  House  as  the  starting  point. 

It  is  therefore  interesting  to  the  descendants  of 
Seth  Bullard  not  only  to  know  these  facts  but  to 
see  what  the  building  itself  was  like. 

The  first  Meeting  House  in  Walpole,  built  about 
1730,  stood  on  a  point  of  land  in  the  center  of  the 
village,  now  a  part  of  the  Common.  Rev.  Phillips 
Payson  who  came  to  the  town  on  June  8,  1729, 
was  the  first  minister  of  this  church,  and  remained 
through  a  ministry  of  some  forty-eight  years,  dying 
January  22,  1778,  greatly  beloved  and  respected. 

A  second  Meeting  House  was  constructed  on  the 
site  of  the  first  in  1783  and  portions  of  the  first 
Meeting  House  were  used  in  its  construction. 

A  report  of  a  Committee  on  Pew  Apprisal  and 
precedency  in  the  choice  of  pews  shows  Pew 
No.  19,  allotted  to  Majr.  Bullard  and  Joseph  Day 
for  $45.  3  pistereens;  two  families  being  assigned 
to  a  pew.  It  was  voted  on  September  15,  1783, 
that:  “  those  that  have  bought  Pews  and  paid  for 
them  shall  have  them,  and  their  Heirs  and  Assigns 
forever. ”  The  Pew  above  referred  to  must  have 
been  given  up  at  a  later  date  as  in  the  settlement 
of  Majr.  Bullard’s  estate,  his  son  Jabez  Bullard 
sold  to  Eben  Calef  of  Walpole,  yeoman,  for  $75. 
Pew  No.  24  on  the  Town  Books,  “  a  wall  pew  in 
the  north  east  part  of  said  meeting  house,  on  the 
lower  floor  of  the  house.” 

With  the  new  Meeting  House  appeared  Rev. 
George  Morey  on  March  10,  1783,  so  that  he  and 
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Mr.  Payson  covered  in  their  years  of  service  the 
whole  period  of  the  lifetime  of  Seth  Bullard  as  Mr. 
Morey  lived  until  July  26,  1829. 

“  Mr.  Morey  was  a  graduate  of  Harvard  College, 
class  of  1776,  a  man  of  culture  and  of  striking  pe¬ 
culiarities.  He  wore  the  regular  cocked  hat,  long 
queue  fastened  by  a  ribbon,  knee  breeches  and 
pumps,  to  the  last,  and  carried  in  his  advanced  age 
a  substantial  cane,  the  bane  of  many  a  youth  he 
stopped  on  the  street  to  catechize.  He  used  to 
drive  in  horse  and  chaise,  starting  for  church  at  the 
first  sound  of  the  bell.” 

Seth  Bullard  was  active  in  many  ways  and  inter¬ 
ested  in  many  things  connected  with  the  town,  in 
addition  to  his  years  of  military  service.  He  was 
made  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  1779,  March  18, 1786, 
January  30,  1794,  February  11,  1801,  and  July  2, 
1808,  the  last  appointment  signed  by  Governor 
James  Sullivan  being  now  in  my  possession. 

It  is  amusing  to  read  in  the  town  records  about 
this  time  that  a  committee  chosen  to  reckon  with 
the  town  treasurer:  “  found  in  said  Treasurer’s 
hands  one  bad  Pistereen  and  eighty-one  bungtown 
Coppers,”  whatever  a  “  bungtown  Copper  ”  may 
have  been. 

A  memorandum  book  shows  Seth  Bullard  was 
active  among  other  things  in  the  destruction  of 
Crows:  “  Lt.  Ellis  in  favour  of  Abraham  Harding 
for  4  Crows,  0-4-0.”  “  Elihu  Chenery  in  favour 
of  William  Herring  3  Crows.”  “  Elihu  Chenery 
in  favour  of  Oliver  Clark  8  Crows.” 


The  Third  Meeting  House  of  the  First  Church 

in  Walpole,  1839-1930. 
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“March  23,  17 — ,  Agreed  with  Lydia  Cutter 
and  Sarah  Boyden  to  sweep  the  Meeting  House 
for  one  year  12/.” 

“  Agreed  with  Silas  Boyden  to  ring  the  Meeting 
House  Bell  for  the  Term  of  one  year  for  £1-4, 
March  23,  1785.” 

“  March  23,  1785,  Agreed  with  Moses  Lovell  to 
board  Benjamin  Wight  and  his  wife,  for  1/5  d  pr 
week  for  the  Term  of  one  year.” 

The  corner  stone  of  the  present  Massachusetts 
State  House  was  laid  with  Masonic  honors  on  July 
4,  1795,  at  which  time  Seth  Bullard  was  a  Senator 
and  he  was  also  a  Senator  when  it  was  first  occupied 
by  the  legislature  on  January  1 1 ,  1798. 

The  Legislature  marched  in  procession  from 
the  Old  State  House  to  the  New  on  that  day  and  it 
is  reasonable  to  assume  Seth  Bullard  was  one  of 
the  Senators  in  that  august  body.  The  legislative 
act  establishing  Milton  Academy  in  1798  provides: 
“  that  the  Honorable  Seth  Bullard  Esq.  be  and 
hereby  is  authorized  to  fix  the  time  and  place  for 
holding  the  first  meeting  of  said  Trustees,”  and  on 
August  21,1 798,  he  was  called  upon  to  fix  the  time 
and  place  of  the  meeting,  which  in  accordance  with 
a  request  of  the  Trustees  was  December  17,1 798. 

In  his  notice,  in  the  Name  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  he  concludes,  “  Given  under 
my  hand  and  seal  at  Walpole  the  30th.  day  of 
October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1798.”  (signed) 
Seth  Bullard,  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

When  Seth  Bullard  was  at  home  he  was  evi- 
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dently  sought  by  his  fellow  townsmen  to  attend  to 
many  of  their  business  affairs  and  prepare  the  nec¬ 
essary  legal  papers  for  sales  of  land,  and  settle¬ 
ments  of  estates.  A  bill  for  work  of  this  kind  in 
1806  illustrates  one  of  his  many  activities. 

In  his  will  Seth  Bullard  leaves  his  right  in  the 
Medfield  Library  to  his  son,  Jabez  Bullard,  and 
we  can  imagine  Seth  Bullard  driving  over  to  the 
library  in  his  chaise  when  he  had  time,  and  a  de¬ 
sire  to  inform  himself  on  any  special  subject. 

On  November  25, 1788,  John  Hartshorn  of  Wal¬ 
pole  mortgages  for  £15  lawful  paid  by  Seth  Bullard 
Esq.  and  Andrew  Willett  Gentleman,  20  acres  of 
land  bounded  by  the  North  corner  of  the  School- 
house,  near  the  Country  road,  from  thence  by  a 
rail  fence  on  the  west  side  of  Samuel  Hartshorn’s 
land  thence  as  the  fence  now  stands  toward  the 
north,  and  from  thence  by  the  same  course  to  a 
Grey  oak  tree,  and  from  said  tree  the  same  course 
about  5  rods  to  a  stake  and  stones,  thence  by  an 
East  course  bounding  South  on  said  Samuel  Hart¬ 
shorn’s  land  to  a  White  oak  tree  near  the  said  Seth 
Bullard’s  land  thence  East  and  North  on  said 
Seth  Bullard’s  land. 

On  June  3, 1 793,  Seth  Bullard  loaned  £18  Lawful 
money  to  Joel  Bullard,  the  demand  note  being 
attested  by  Andrew  Willett.  This  loan  was  evi¬ 
dently  one  to  his  oldest  son  who  was  about  2  2  years 
old  at  this  time.

FAMILY  AND  HOME 

THE  various  facts  so  far  mentioned  give  some 
idea  of  Seth  Bullard’s  activities  as  a  teacher, 
a  military  man  and  as  a  resident  of  Walpole,  the  in¬ 
fluence  which  he  exerted  in  the  School,  and  through 
the  Meeting  House,  and  now  comes  his  Home  life 
during  all  these  years;  his  wife  and  his  children, 
the  place  he  called  Home. 

The  homestead  farm  bounded  south  east  on  the 
“  old  road  leading  from  Boston  to  Providence,” 
contained  according  to  the  appraisal  of  his  estate 
seventy-five  acres. 

The  house  itself  has  long  since  gone  but  the  cel¬ 
lar  and  remains  of  the  chimney  mark  the  site  of  the 
house,  and  beside  them  still  grow  lilac  bushes, 
silent  but  charming  reminders  that  here  once  stood 
a  home.  The  land  now  used  as  a  pasture  is  sur¬ 
rounded  by  stone  walls,  and  rises  several  feet  above 
the  road  the  house  having  stood  some  distance  from 
the  highway.  The  ground  is  undulating,  but  in  no 
part  is  it  hilly,  so  that  the  outlook  is  over  a  consid¬ 
erable  extent  of  country,  a  view  of  restful  sylvan 
beauty,  and  here  lived  Seth  Bullard  with  his  wife 
and  nine  children.  Undoubtedly  the  house  was  a 
farm  house  of  the  early  type,  comfortable,  and 
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roomy,  and  being  about  one  and  one  half  miles 
from  the  center  of  the  town  their  nearer  neighbors 
were  largely  members  of  families  with  whom  they 
were  connected. 

Part  of  this  homestead  farm  containing  25  acres 
of  land  with  buildings  thereon,  was  sold  June  2, 
1818,  by  Jabez  Bullard  his  executor,  and  the 
bounds  are  given  as  “  South  East  on  the  old  road 
leading  from  Boston  to  Providence,  South  West 
and  West  on  land  of  Samuel  Hartshorn,  North  on 
land  of  Jabez  Bullard,  East  on  road  leading  to  Isaac 
Bullard’s  until  it  comes  to  land  owned  by  Eliphalet 
Rhodes,  then  West  until  it  comes  to  corner  of 
Rhodes  land,  then  South  West  on  said  Rhodes  land 
as  the  fence  and  woodhouse  now  stands  until  it 
comes  to  the  road  first  mentioned.”  These  bounds 
and  the  bounds  mentioned  in  the  mortgage  given 
in  1788  by  John  Hartshorn,  previously  referred  to, 
show  the  names  of  some  of  the  neighbors  and  also 
the  near  location  of  the  schoolhouse,  to  the  Bul¬ 
lard  homestead.  The  records  of  town  and  state 
enable  us  to  have  quite  a  clear  idea  of  the  many 
activities  of  Seth  Bullard  during  his  life,  and  it  is 
unfortunate  that  we  cannot  make  as  clear  a  picture 
of  the  life  in  his  home. 

Of  Joanna  Bullard,  the  devoted  wife  and  mother, 
who  shared  with  him  the  joys  and  sorrows  for 
nearly  fifty  years,  no  records  or  diaries  have  been 
found  to  picture  out  the  love,  and  the  patience, 
and  ability,  with  which  she  must  have  been  en¬ 
dowed,  to  bring  up  the  family  of  six  daughters  and 
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three  sons,  with  which  they  were  blessed.  Through 
the  years  of  anxiety  and  worry  when  the  husband 
and  father  was  away  from  the  family  fireside  in  the 
service  of  his  country,  the  uncertainty  of  the  re¬ 
sult,  the  necessity  of  providing  sufficient  food  and 
clothing  for  the  growing  children,  the  care  of  the 
farm,  all  these  problems  must  have  come  on  the 
dear  mother,  and  to  her  we  all  owe  a  debt  of  grati¬ 
tude  for  her  many  years  of  self  sacrifice  and 
devotion. 

One  daughter  and  one  son  died  in  early  life,  but 
the  rest  of  the  children  lived  to  maturity  and  mar¬ 
ried,  and  all  but  one  left  descendants,  so  it  would 
seem  the  family  were  blessed  with  good  health. 
This  statement  is  perhaps  confirmed  by  a  bill  which 
was  paid  April  5,  1783,  to  the  estate  of  Dr.  Ebe- 
nezer  Daggett,  who  was  probably  the  family  doc¬ 
tor,  the  amount  2s  5d,  not  indicating  ill  health  at 
that  time. 

Dr.  Carney  has  sent  me  a  small  pamphlet  which 
used  to  belong  to  Seth  Bullard’s  daughter,  Jemima 
Bullard,  and  is  inscribed  by  her,  “  Jemima  Bullard, 
Walpole,  Her  Book  ”  and  beneath  that,  “  Jemima 
Willett,  Boston.”  This  pamphlet  shows  how  Seth 
Bullard  and  his  wife  tried  to  train  their  flock,  and 
the  verses  are  very  quaint. 

The  title  of  the  pamphlet  is:  —  “A  short  Prac¬ 
tical  Catechism  compiled  for  the  Instruction  of 
Children  and  addressed  to  Parents  and  Heads  of 
Families,  for  the  Improvement  of  their  Children 
in  the  Knowledge  of  Moral  and  Christian  Princi- 
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pies  —  and  in  the  Practice  of  Virtue  and  Piety  ” 
by  Enos  Hitchcock,  D.D.  3rd  edition  Providence, 
opposite  the  Market,  1796. 

The  “  Advertisement  ”  or  preface  says:—  “  The 
following  Collection  of  Questions  and  Answers,  be¬ 
ing  designed  for  the  Use  and  Benefit  of  Children, 
is  accommodated  as  much  as  possible  to  their 
Capacity.  —  As  the  Object  of  this  little  Catechism 
is  to  make  early  Impressions  on  the  Mind  favour¬ 
able  to  Virtue,  all  favourite  Terms  of  any  particu¬ 
lar  Scheme  of  Religion  whatever,  are  avoided;  and 
the  leading  Subjects  of  Moral  Duty  and  Christian 
Faith  thrown  into  a  concise  View,  in  plain  and  easy 
Manner.” 

“  Train  up  a  Child  in  the  Way  he  should  go  — 
and  when  he  is  old  he  will  not  depart  from  it.” 

And  among  the  songs  is  the  “  Pilgrim’s  Song  ” 

“  Children  of  the  heavenly  King, 

As  you  journey,  sweetly  sing; 

Sing  your  Saviour’s  worthy  praise, 
Glorious  in  his  works  and  ways. 

Ye  are  trav’ling  home  to  God, 

In  the  way  your  fathers  trod; 

They  are  happy  now,  and  ye 
Soon  their  happiness  shall  see.” 

All  that  I  know  of  the  furnishing  of  the  Bullard 
homestead  is  that  it  was  appraised  at  the  time  of 
the  settlement  of  Seth  Bullard’s  estate  as  worth 
$168.75  and  among  the  furniture  so  valued  was  a 
desk  and  chair  now  in  my  possession,  which  be-

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came  the  property  of  Elizabeth  Bullard  (who  mar¬ 
ried  Ebenezer  Clap)  the  oldest  daughter  and  the 
last  surviving  child  of  Seth  and  Joanna  Bullard. 

Spectacles  of  the  type  used  in  those  days  and 
which  are  said  to  have  belonged  to  Seth  Bullard 
are  also  in  my  possession,  and  apparently  they  are 
the  only  personal  article  that  has  survived  to  the 
present  day. 

A  Chaise  was  the  usual  family  carriage  in  those 
days,  and  Seth  Bullard  left  his  Chaise  together 
with  his  household  furniture  and  wearing  apparel 
to  his  wife,  according  to  his  will,  and  a  tax  bill  on 
this  Chaise  in  1814  shows  his  widow  continued  to 
hold  it,  the  bill  calling  it  “  a  two  wheel  carriage 
hanging  on  wooden  springs.” 

At  the  time  of  Seth  Bullard’s  death  there  were 
five  daughters  living;  Mrs.  Clap,  Mrs.  Holmes, 
Mrs.  Guild,  Mrs.  Willett  and  Mrs.  Partridge. 
There  was  also  one  son;  Jabez  Bullard.  There 
were  thirty-two  grandchildren,  15  boys  and  17 
girls,  ranging  in  ages  from  Harriet  Willett,  who 
was  one  year  old,  to  Davis  Holmes,  who  was  25 
years  old.  Mrs.  Clap  was  then  49  years  old,  and 
Catherine  Partridge,  31  years.  Four  of  the  child¬ 
ren  were  then  living  in  Boston,  one  in  Attleboro, 
and  one  in  Walpole,  and  the  family  Chaise  must 
have  been  frequently  used  in  the  latter  part  of  their 
lives,  when  Seth  Bullard  and  his  wife  would  visit 
among  their  children;  and  then  we  can  also  picture 
out  the  homecoming  of  this  numerous  progeny 
when  they  gathered  in  the  family  homestead  for 
some  festive  occasion. 
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DEATH  AND  MEMORIALS 

ON  August  2 1 , 1 8 1 1 ,  Seth  Bullard  died  in  Wal¬ 
pole,  aged  74  years,  7  months  and  15  days, 
the  newspaper  recording  the  death  as  “  In  Walpole, 
2 1st  inst.  Seth  Bullard,  Esq.  AEt.  75.”  He  was 
buried  in  the  old  grave  yard  in  Walpole,  now  cor¬ 
ner  of  Main  and  Kendall  Streets,  where  a  slate 
stone  shows  the  place  of  his  interment. 

Within  a  few  feet  of  his  grave  is  the  grave  of  his 
wife  who  died  in  Walpole  March  5,  1816,  aged  75 
years,  3  months,  1  day,  and  in  the  newspaper  is 
the  notice,  “  In  Walpole  on  Wednesday  morning 
last  Mrs.  Joanna  Bullard,  relict  of  the  late  Seth 
Bullard  Esq.  aged  75.  Funeral  this  afternoon  at 
1  o’clock.” 

On  Lewis  Square  in  Walpole,  Isaac  Newton 
Lewis,  Esq.  has  erected  “  The  Patriots  Memorial,” 
a  most  attractive  bronze  figure  on  horseback, 
standing  on  a  granite  base  on  which  is  inscribed: 

“1663  —  Lieut  Lewis — 1710  —  Officer  in  wars  of 
King  William  and  Queen  Anne  —  constable,  Tythingman, 
Tax  Collector  and  surveyor  who  on  his  faithful  horse 
covered  from  Roxbury  to  Wrentham,  laying  out  ways,  and 
driving  from  our  woods  and  swamps,  the  prowling  wolf 
and  savage  foe  —  Father  of  the  pioneer  Isaac  Lewis  1701-

1749  —  father-in-law  of  Maj.  Seth  Bullard  and  uncle  of 
Ensign  Enoch  Ellis  of  the  Provincial  Congress,  Patriots 
and  minute  men,  and  who  with  his  sons  Isaac  and  John 
early  owned  the  mile  section  around  Lewis  Square. 
Ancestor  of  a  long  line  of  defenders  of  this  nation  and  of 
worthy  teachers  in  the  pulpit  and  our  public  schools.” 

and  Mr.  Lewis  in  his  “  Minute  men  and  other 
Patriots  of  Walpole  ”  has  inserted  a  picture  of  the 
monument  and  inscribed  it  as  follows: 

“  The  Patriots  Memorial,  commemorating  the 
lives  and  public  services  of  Lieut  Barachiah  Lewis, 
Isaac  Lewis,  Col.  Seth  Bullard  and  Provincial  Con¬ 
gressman  Enoch  Ellis,  heroic  pioneers  in  the  early 
civilization  of  the  Town  and  in  the  independence 
and  marvelous  destiny  of  the  nation.”  “  Lest 
Men  forget.” 

The  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution  have 
placed  a  Marker  on  Seth  Bullard’s  grave,  and  each 
year  a  Betsy  Ross  American  flag  is  placed  there  on 
Memorial  Day  as  a  tribute  to  one  who  gave  freely 
of  his  youth,  his  strength,  and  his  devotion  to  help 
make  free  and  independent  the  country  he  loved 
and  served. 

Of  his  life  and  work  Rev.  Abner  Morse  in  “  Sev¬ 
eral  Ancient  Puritans,”  says:  —  “  The  Hon.  Seth 
Bullard  was  a  gentleman  of  sound  judgement,  and 
sterling  integrity,  he  early  entered  the  Army  of  the 
Revolution,  rose  to  rank  of  Major  and  was  es¬ 
teemed  a  valuable  officer.”  “  He  was  subsequently 
much  engaged  in  transacting  the  public  business 
of  Walpole,  and  represented  her  twenty  years, 
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and  Norfolk  County  eight  years  in  the  General 
Court.” 

At  the  Court  at  Dedham,  ist.  Tuesday  of  Sep¬ 
tember  1811,  Jabez  Bullard  of  Boston  in  County 
Suffolk,  Merchant  was  duly  admitted  Executor  of 
the  last  will  of  Seth  Bullard  late  of  Walpole.  (Nor¬ 
folk  Probate  No.  2832)  Bond  $20,000.  —  Sept.  3, 
1811.
